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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments submitted 4/29/10 overcome the previously applied double patenting rejection. The 
Examiner accepts that the patented claims do not teach a control that directly controls the indoor 
unit, and which receives control signals on the data bus from the central control. As Applicant 
notes, this feature was found patentable by the Board of Appeals.
